In regard to the sad affair 
the Freeport Journal of Monday says: 
T he supposition of the police is that 
Fred Gerloff, a well k nown man about 
town, was drowned jn the Pecatonica 
river last night at about 8 o'clock a t a 
point nearly opposite the Yellow Creek 
biewery. it appears tha t some friends 
of Gerloff \s are cam ping along the river 
in tha t vicinity and he and tv» o other 
friends, Frank Miller and Joe O ’Neal, 
procured a boat Sunday and rowed 
down the river to visit the camp. 
They spent the day there and in the 
evening started for home. 
When they reached the river bank 
there was a dispute as to the location 
of the boat, Gerioff insisting tha t it 
was down the river farther. 
He went 
down the river searching for the boat, 
and his two companions we » t up, and 
they found the 
boat 
where 
they 
tho ught it was. 
They then got in and 
rowed down to about where they ex ­ 
pected to rind Gerioff. 
As they ap­ 
proached the spot they heard a splash 
in the w ater and a gasp, but it was 
too dark to see 
any thing.

to them , so they called, but he made 
no response.
